•i.  (C)  OPERATIONAL  SUPPORT  AND  EVENTS: 

(1)  (C)  VC  incidents  in  the  Can  Tho  Army  Airfield  -  Binh  Thuy 

air  Base  Conplex  remained  at  a  very  low  rate  throughout  the  reporting 
period.  One  item  of  significance  was  the  shelling  of  STAB  and  CTOAAF  by  a  75>nr* 
r«6pille*8  rifle  used- in  an  indirect  fire  rolo.  .The  75mm  recoill&as  rifle 
that  was  used  to  shell  Binh  Thuy  Air  Base  was  found  to  be  the  same  weapon 
that  shelled  Can  Tho  Army  Airfield.  Agents  continued  to  report  VC  threads 
of  mortar  and  indirect  fire  attacks  on  Cah  Tho  Army  Airfield,' -Binh  Thuy 
Air  Base,  IV  Corps  Ammo  Dunp  and  Can  Tho  City  on  a  daily  basis,  however, 
the  ground  missions  conducted  by  the  AKVN  and  many  VR  missions  in  this  area 
disrupted  the  eneny1  s  plans.  Can  Tho  Fire  Fly  is  composed  of  three  (3) 
AH-IG's  and  one  (l)  UH-1  equipped  as  a  flare  ship.  One  (1)  \H-1G  circles 
over  the  Can  Tho  Amy  Airfield  in  a  black-out  configuration  during  the  hours 
of  ^.arkness  whilo  the  other  ehips  are  on  a  two  (2)  minute  alert  status  on 
the  ground.  The  Fire  Fly  operation  is  probably  the  greatest  single  factor 
which  disrupts  the  eneny' 3  intentions  of  shelling  or  attacking  this  area.

SUBJECT:  Operational  Report  of  the  307th  Aviation  Battalion  (Combat) 

During  the  month  of  July  the  VC  increased  the  sapper  terrorist  activity  in 
Can  Iho  City.  The  main  targets  of  this  terrorism  seemed  to  be  the  areas 
most  visited  by  US  and  AKVN  troops.  Can  Iho  City  Was  put  on  restricted 
travel  during  5  to  15  July  by  the  US  units  in  the  area.  Eight (8)  incidents 
of  terrorism  occurred  in  Can  Tho  City  and  only  one  (l)  US  was  wounded.  One 
significant  move  by  a  VC  Battalion  occurred  during  July.  VC  Ta  Do  2  Local 
Force  Battalion  was  located  in  VC  Base  area  480  near  WR3762  for  approximately 
two  months,  lhis  VC  Battalion  moved  to  an  area  approximately  twenty- seven 
(2?)  miles  west  of  Can  Tho  Array  Airfield,  Other  VC  units  operating  in  this 
area  are  the  Tay  Do  1  LF  Bn,  301st  M F  Engineer  Bn,  962nd  Main  Force  Bn,  and 
an  element  of  the  U-Men  10  IE  Bn,  These  VC  Battalions  have  split  up  into 
squad  size  units  and  are  avoiding  contact  with  AKVN  and  US  operations.  Agent 
reports  still  reflect  reconnaissance  of  B1AB,  Can  The  '.my  Airfield,  and  the 
Ammo  Damp  are  being  made  on  a  daily  basis  to  gather  information  to  formulate 
attacks  in  these  areas  in  the*near  future.  Reports  were  also  received  that 
the  VC  were  firing  B-40  grenades  at  aircraft.  On  30  July  an  AH-1G,  while 
performing  a  gunship  strike,  was  hit  with  a  B-40  grenade  while  flying  at  400 
feet  at  120  knots.  The  aircraft  caught  fire  in  flight,  however  the  pilot 
landed  the  aircraft.  The  aircraft  burned  and  both  crew  members  suffered 
slight  injuries.  VC  actions  in  the  future  are  expected  to  exhibit  more 
attacks  by  fire  with  fewer  harassing  actions  and  small  scale  but  sharp  otrik" 
against  weak  targets. 

(2)  (C)  Airfield  Security: 

Since  the  last  reporting  period,  many  improvements  have  been 
made  on  the  airfield  perimeter.  Several  command  bunkers  were  added  to  the 
existing  bunker  complex.  With  these  bunkers  wired  directly  to  the  Airfield 
TOC,  a  greater  amount  of  control  ceuld  be  realised  during  any  crisis  that  may 
arise.  Additional  perimeter  flood  lights  are  under  contract  to  be  installed 
with  a  completion  date  expected  in  the  very  near  future.  These  additional 
lights  will  provide  a  greater  night  security  capability,  A  survey  was  com¬ 
pleted  on  the  use  of  sentry  dogs  for  the  airfield  and  revetments.  The 
results  of  the  survey  indicated  that  sentry  dogs  could  be  effectively  util¬ 
ized  at  Can  Tho  Array  Airfield  and  that  when  the  raan/dog  teams  became  avail¬ 
able,  they  would  be  assigned  to  the  battalion.  The  deterrent  ability  of  the 
perimeter  might  be  measured  in  view  of  the  fact  that  almost  daily  sapper 
attacks  were  predicted  against  Can  Tho  Array  Airfield  and  none  took  place, 
even  though  several  significant  sapper  attacks  did  take  place  in  Can  Tho  Cit\ 
Ari-IG  aircraft  continue  to  provide  an  airborne  night  security  and  a  deterrent 
against  eneny  indirect  fire  capabilities  directed  at  Can  Tho  Armv  Airfield. 

(3)  (C)  The  battalions  offensive  operation,  Phantom  III,  continued 
to  obtain  significant  results  of  eneny  killed  and  structure s  and  sampans  des¬ 
troyed.

(5)  (C)  During  the  reporting  period,  the  199th  Avn  Co  (Utility 

Airplane)  provided  the  primary  means  of  visual  reconnaissance  and  aerial 
observation  for  all  provinces  in  the  7th  (AHVN)  Division,  ?th  (AHVN)  Divi¬ 
sion  and  44th  Special  Tactical  Zone  areas  of  operation.  Two  aircraft  were 
assigned  to  each  province  in  the  44th  S1Z  and  were  responsible  for  interior 
observation  as  well  as  their  provinces  portion  of  the  Cambodian-Vietnamese 
border.  Recently,  a  Border  Control  Center  Region  II  was  founded  in  the 
northern  portion  of  Kien  Phong  and  Kien  Tuong  Frovinces.  This  area  requires 
three  (3)  aircraft  to  provide  continuous  daylight  border  surveillance  and, 
therefore  leaves  only  one(l)  aircraft  in  Oireot  suoport  of  the  provinces  in 
the  44th  STZ.  An  additional  mission  of  the  199th  Avn  Co  is  providing  night 
security  for  Vinh  Long  Army  Airfield.  This  mission  consists  of  night  flights 
to  provide  illumination  on  request  of  the  TOC  and  to  engage  or  direct  strikes 
against  targets  threatening  the  airfield. 


(6)  (C)  The  235th  Avn  Co  (Attack  Kel)  continued  to  provide  fire 

support  throughout  the  IV  Corps  Tactical  Zone.  Analysis  of  operations  for 
this  period  versus  last  period  indioate  that  more  significant  results  are 
being  obtained  from  individual  missions.  Nearly  1600  fewer  sorties  wore 
flown  this  period  producing  41  more  confirmed  XBA,  an  additional  1100  struc¬ 
tures  and  209  more  sampans  destroyed  than  in  the  same  time  during  the  last
